The  purpose  of  the  college  is  to  assist  each  student  to  move  confidently 
toward  the  goal  of  becoming  a  truly  educated  Christian  of  the  twentieth 
century.  The  academic  program  provides  for  the  variations  which  students 
show  in  goals,  social  and  emotional  maturity,  rate  of  development,  and 
intellectual  achievement.  The  program  is  firmly  rooted  in  philosophy  and 
theology,  its  heart,  through  which  the  student  may  derive  and  clarify  his 
values  and  formulate  principles  for  action.

June,  1965,  marked  the  beginning  of  a  new  venture  on  campus.  A  summer  session 
for  fifty  students  from  various  states  was  held  so  that  they  could  earn  extra  credits 
before  the  official  college  year  began.  Father  Stephen,  O.S.B.,  and  Dr.  Olson  headed 
the  academic  program.  Father  Dennis,  O.S.B.,  was  coordinator  of  the  orientation 
program. 

A  rigorous  schedule  of  English,  mathematics,  and  foreign  languages  comprised  the 
program.  The  all-male  student  body  had  classes  Monday  through  Friday  plus  Saturday 
morning.  Mr.  Miguel  Zepeda,  mathematics;  Miss  Betty  Burke,  English;  Father  Augus- 
tine Irvin,  OSB,  Spanish;  Mr.  Ralph  Pendexter,  French;  Frater  John  Baerst,  OSB,  logic; 
and  Father  Dennis,  OSB,  G.S.R.,  made  up  the  hard  working  faculty. 

The  standards  of  excellence  were  high  and  attainment  of  good  grades  difficult.  The 
students  led  a  full  life,  rising  for  a  first  period  class  at  8:00  a.m.  and  ending  the  day 
at  10:00  p.m.  The  college  planned  special  field  trips  to  various  local  beaches  on  each 
of  the  five  Sundays  the  course  covered. 

The  entire  program  was  a  success,  not  only  in  the  eyes  of  the  administration,  but 
also  for  those  fortunate  enough  to  participate.  The  session  closed  with  a  banguet  honor- 
ing Father  Dennis.  A  plaque  was  presented  to  him  for  his  efforts  in  helping  to  establish 
the  first  Saint  Leo  Summer  College.

A  distinctive  feature  of  the  academic  program  of  Saint  Leo  College  is  the  Lecture- 
Seminar  series  made  possible  by  a  generous  patron.  Each  month  a  scholar,  distinguished 
nationally  and  internationally  in  one  or  more  fields  of  the  arts  and  sciences,  lectures  on 
some  aspect  of  contemporary  society.  Each  lecture  emphasizes  a  problem  or  an  issue 
particularly  related  to  the  subject  fields  of  one  or  more  of  the  five  divisions  of  the 
college. 

The  use  of  the  atom  for  peace,  the  challenge  of  our  times  to  college  students,  the 
relevance  of  theology,  the  emerging  form  of  satire,  the  new  breed,  and  recent  de- 
velopments in  the  fine  arts  characterize  the  problems  and  issues  presented  by  the 
speakers  this  year. 

Through  discussion  in  small  groups  following  the  lectures,  students  test  their  under- 
standing of  the  material  by  raising  questions  and  exploring  the  significance  of  the  ideas 
presented.  In  a  general  assembly  of  the  whole  student  body  following  the  seminars, 
students  confront  the  lecturer  with  their  questions.  Through  the  Lecture-Seminar  each 
student  extends  his  horizon  of  thought  and  action  and  progresses  a  bit  closer  to  his  goal 
of  becoming  a  liberally  educated  Christian.

Its  ramifications 
can  be  briefly  stated  in  her  knowledge  of  Latin,  French,  History,  and  English;  and 
in  her  travels  as  a  lecturer  to  such  far  away  places  as  India,  Burma,  Thailand,  the 
Philippines,  and  Japan. 

Dr.  Olson  is  a  distinguished  scholar  of  Florida  and  the  nation.  It  is  impossible  to 
assess  her  worth  to  us.  Her  worth  in  the  realm  of  the  knowledge  that  she  gives  us 
and  her  worth  as  a  fine  and  wonderful  woman  are  beyond  recompense.  God  has 
blessed  her  with  many  gifts  and  she  gives  much  in  return.
